The process of 
tooling, cutting, modeling and coloring will be taught in the applying 
of design to card cases, tags and many other articles. 
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Stenciling, Wood Block Printing, Stick Printing 
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These allied subjects will be connected with the Teachers’ Course, as well as 
special lessons at the Fine Arts Building. These crafts correlate closely 
with Design, Bookmaking, and are among the valuable problems for all 
the grades of the Public Schools. The making of curtains, scarfs and 
many articles for Home Decoration is taught.

Summer Term, 1914 


June 8 to August 28 


Art has advanced in its methods of instruction until every 
teacher begins to feel its untold value in all- departments of edu- 
cation. 

It is in such close relation to even History or Mathematics that 
a general knowledge of Art opens a vista heretofore closed. 

Roda E. Selleck of Indianapolis, lnd., has charge of this art 
work in connection with Winona College and the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment during the summer months, June 8 to August 28. 

The purpose is to conduct the classes in such a way that the 
teachers, whether beginning or advanced, may find what they need 
to carry on their work during the school year, 

There will be a class for Supervisors of Drawing for a term of 
twelve weeks, This is in connection with a similar course in Music. 

A class where every help possible will be given the teacher to 
understand the various phases of Art work. 

Special lectures will be given upon color and the elements ihat 
belong to the Vocational work as now understood. 

Munsell colors are used. 

Landscape with colored crayon, the pencil, charcoal, water color 
work of the High School, in the form of irregular composition 
Sketching and decorative Landscape. 

Object Drawing for better accuracy in Drawing and the seeing 
of curves in various positions. Flower studies for Water color, 
pencil and application to design. 

Design—The underlying principles of design; an acquaint- 
ance with the terms of Art as obtained from design; the abstract 
and concrete beginnings, and how to apply a design to any of the 
applied work. A careful study of lettering from the simplest square 
forms to a study of more balanced letters. Applied designs in the 
form of children’s stick printing, more advanced wood block; stencil- 
ing with various mediums on various material; fillet cross stitch 
embroideries. 

A careful consideration of all the aids to Art work that are 
of a progressive nature to build up and advance the work. 

There will be methods of teaching in the Primary and I[uater- 
mediate and Grammar grades in the High School. 

The Fine Arts Department will supplement all that is given 
in any sort of handicraft the student may desire so that double the 
work may be done if desired. 

Much attention will be given to acquaintance with the various 
materials used in Art Work as to their value and use and where 
they may all be obtained. 

Special attention will be given to card-board construction, draw- 
ing construction as applied to objects adaptable to the school zoom 
and to the home. The terms that belong to composition, pencil 
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work and color will be carefully considered—such as light and dark 
tone values, leading lines, line mass and space. The correct use of 
the brush, charcoal and pencil, various kinds of paper will be care- 
fully considered through illustrations and experimental work. 

Particular attention will be given to color during the summer 
of 1914, in the form of lectures and experimental illustrations. 
Today color is the leading thought in Art. 

The Fine Arts Department will have much to help the student 
towards a finer Art Appreciation for beauty and the useful, and 
Mager ca effort will be for a finer knowledge of the culture value 
of Art. 

The whole will aim towards a better understanding of the irue 
educational value of Art taught in the Public Schools. 

The Private Art Work under the name of Winona Fine Arts 
Department aims to give instruction in water work for the school 
room, out door sketching, metal work, pottery, stenciling, wood 
block printing, leather work, interior decoration through study of 
color, basketry, china painting and talks on dress. 

The lessons are reasonable in price. 

This department is under the direction of Roda E. Selleck and 
her excellent assistants. 

The best material that is published for the betterment of the 
schools will be used and referred to. 

THE APPLIED ARTS DRAWING BOOKS, edited by Wil- 
helmina Seegmiller, formerly director of Art Instruction, Indianap- 
olis Public Schools, have been selected as the basis of the work.
